School Notes.

Mrs, B. W. Loomis gave n lecture
to several rooms Monday on the house-
fiy, and its relation to diseases. DNMrs.
Loomis tells us of the several species
of flies, but since the membera of all
other species as compared to the
the house-fly are insignificant the lec-
ture considered only this species. The
house-fly comprises about 88 per
cent, of all other flies, It breeds in
stables, rubbish and decaying vege-
table matter, The life ¢ycle covers
approximately ten days. Eggs hatch
in about eight hours from the the
time of deposition. The first molt
ocoursa day later; the gecond molt
occurs one day later, and the pupa is
found three days later. The grob re-
maing in the pups stage 6 days and
emerges a full grown fly, Thas the
oyadle covers ten days. In this climate
it gives abundant time for the de-
velopement of, from twelve to four-
teen genorations each summer. Since
each lays from 120 to 200 eggs st one
time the possible progeny of a single
fiy is more than 5)¢ million millions,
The order of provention is to break
the cycle and prevent hatohing. This
oan be done by treating manure heaps
with choride of lime, or coal oil. Also,
by plaeing all rubbish in 8 screen re-
ceptacle, Keeoping stabled cleap, The
fly carr'as the disenss germs on his
foet ana body deposits them In the
kitchon on your food. Some of the
disenses transmitted in this way are
typhold fever, tuberemlosis, diph-
therin, cholers and other intestinal
dinenses, 1t will soon be ti e for
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fever. Borry to have them #0 sick.
